THE PROSPECT. 

Every day’s history is a fresh proof of the fearful 
extent to which corruption of blood has been worked 
in our body politic by the fatal infection of slavery'. 
Admitting in their full force the protestations of 
Democrats and Republicans, that this 
ried on by the North for the destruction of slavery, 
we apprehend that scarce an intelligent person can 
be found to deny that it was waged by the South for 
its maintenance and extension. And yet slavery 
as prevailing and potential with Mr. Lincoln’s govern¬ 
ment as with Mr. Davis’s. Notwithstanding the great 
mass of the slaveholders have shaken off the dust of 
their feet as a testimony against us, and although 
President Lincoln has announced in his modification 
of the Fremont proclamation, on the authority of Mr. 
Bates for Missouri and of Mr. Holt for Kentucky, that 
there are no loyal slaveholders in those States, 
authorities are still as much under slaveholding 
management and dictation as in the worst years of | 
Pierce or Buchanan. Gen. McClellan uses his mili¬ 
tary omnipotence to catch and send back slaves, and 
the subordinate officers have done repeatedly the 
same degrading homage to the ruling Sovereign with¬ 
out censure. We say, these officers, from the‘Com¬ 
manding General downwards, have done these dirty 
actions by virtue of their autocratic character within 
the limits of their commands, as nothing is clearer 
than that such acts are utterly contrary to law, and 
gross violations of constitutional duty, supposing that 
duty not to he superseded by military necessity. 
What Gen. Fremont did was strictly legal and 
stitutional, in the exercise of his discretion as a Mili¬ 
tary Commander. His action, being unpleasing 
the Slave Interest, was disallowed; that of Gen. 
McClellan and his subordinates, being contrariwise 
well-pleasing to the same, meets with no rebuke and 
receives no modification. 

But it is not only in the employment of Northern 
soldiers as negro-catchers—*the office only of the 
meanest whites of the South—for the conciliation of | 
the Slave Power, that its supremacy is to be 
Its influence has controlled the government ever 
it came into power in the matter of the subordinates 
in the Departments—a matter of scarcely less practi¬ 
cal importance than that of the Chiefs themselves, 
a time when silence is so golden as it is now. I 
weeks, not even the easy test of the oath of allegiance 
was offered to them. The more honorable sort among 
them then refused to take an oath which they meant 
to break. Several hundred others were less scrupu¬ 
lous and would have remained in their important 
posts to this day had it not been for the revelations 
consequent on the perquisitions of the Congressional 
Committee. And even now, in face of those proofs, 
certain favorites are retained in these places, it 
said by a Power in the White House greater than the 
President. And not content with retaining officers in 
the army of lukewarm zeal, a man like Emery of 
Maryland, who had been at the pains to write himself 
down thrice a traitor, is not merely restored but pro¬ 
moted, at the bidding of the Slave Interest, dwindled 
as it is in numerical importance. In other nations 
war, spies "in civil life are hanged and traitors in u 
form are shot; here we pay salaries to the one ai 
give additional rank and power of mischief to the 
other. As a necessary consequence of this vacillating 
feebleness, to give it a mild qualification, all the 
plans of our campaign are as well known 
councils of the enemy as in our own. And hence 
have proceeded the disasters which have befallen 
arms. The blame of the bloody defeats at Bull Run 
and at Ball’s Bluff should not be laid primarily 
McDowell, or Miles, or even Patterson, in the first 
case, or on Baker or Stone in the last.

THE PENNSYLVANIA MEETING. 

We surrender a considerable portion of our space 
this week to the proceedings of the Pennsylvania Anti- 
Slavery Society. No one after reading them will 
object to our so doing. It was a most edifying occasion. 
We had the pleasure of being present, and regard it 
a privilege calling for gratitude. We always enjoy 
these Pennsylvania Anti-Slavery meetings. There 
something peculiar about them. They are not 
dependent for their interest on the orator’s art, - 
what is said from the platform, as are other meetings. 
There is a spirit pervading them—a genial, quiet, and 
the same time earnest spirit, of which the reporter’ 
pencil can give no account, hut which no one’ coming 
within the range of its influence can fail to perceive, 
is, in fact, the genius loci—the spirit of the place, 
•ising from the social usages and religious principles 
of the people. Their speakers are not impassioned, 
a than the hearers are demonstrative ; but 
they mean all they say. They do not overstate. They 
3 the Quaker habit of weighing their words, and 
passing them off for more than their value. As a 
consequence, their meetings do not, to the casual 
observer, exhibit the same animation that is witnessed 
gatherings of people of a different class, but there is 
nevertheless, a deep, earnest and quietly intense Bpirit 
pervading them which invests all that is said and done 
with an enduring interest. 

This was emphatically true of the meeting at West 
Chester. The attendance was not large, hut quite as 
much so as on former occasions, when circumstances 
less unfavorable. The veterans of the cause 
the old Keystone State were on hand as usual. James 
Mott, the venerable President of the Society, and 
Lucretia liis wife ; Robert Purvis and Thos. Whitson, 
Vice-Presidents ; J. M. McKim, Mary Grew and Sarah 
Pugh, E. F. Pennypacker, Thomas Garrett, John Cox, 
George Atkinson, and a long list of worthies who have 
been laboring faithfully in the cause ever since the 
movement was launched. 

For what was done we must refer the reader tc 
Secretary’s report; only remarking that the account 
there given is for the most part a mere outline. 
Speaking on this subject, the Secretary says : “I am 
sorry the report is so poor a one. It was not possible 
for me to keep the run of all the speakers, and ai 

attend to my other duties. My report is made 
up partly from imperfect notes and partly from memory. 
The most I can say for it is that it is better than none.” 

The chief attraction of the meeting to most that were 
in attendance was undoubtedly the presence of Mr. 
Garrison. Always a favorite in Pennsylvania, liis visit 
on this occasion seemed to afford especial gratification. 
The old Friends listened to him with delight, and the 
young ones were inspired by what he said with the 
liveliest enthusiasm. 

The chief features in the business proceedings of the 
meeting were the adoption of a carefully drawn up 
paper defining the position of the Society at the present 
juncture, and the passage of a resolution to make the 
support of The Standard the especial object of pecu¬ 
niary efforts during the coming-year—both opportune 
and important measures. The paper declaring the 
sentiments of the Society at the present juncture will 
be read with interest and hearty approval by all 
Abolitionists. It is intended to prevent misconception 
and correct misrepresentation, and will have that 
effect. The Executive Committee of the Pennsylvania 
Anti-Slavery Society, as we understood, design to give 
it a wide circulation. It is from the pen of Mr. Garri¬ 
son, and is as well adapted to any other part of the 
Anti-Slavery field as Pennsylvania. 

The greatest decorum on the part of the people of 
West Chester prevailed during the continuance of the 
meeting; and we were pleased to notice among the 
audience some of the most influential citizens of the 
place, such as Judge Haines, Hon. John Hickman, Wm. 
Darlington, Esq., and others. On the whole, the 
Twenty-fourth Annual Meeting of the Pennsylvania 
Anti-Slavery Society was a decided success. 


Gerrit Smith k New York.— That noble champion of] 
Freedom and Humanity, Gerrit Smith, spoke in the 
Church of the Puritans on Wednesday evening, to an 
auditory filling every seat and standing-place, upon 
The State and Needs of the Country.”

Fremont, in justification of his proclamation, was 
responded to by three cheers, in which nearly the 
whole audience seemed to join ; and at the close, a reso¬ 
lution endorsing the sentiments of the address, and call¬ 
ing upon the government to proclaim Emancipation 
under the War Power, was adopted by an overwhelm-

The usual custom, in these reports, 
had been to recapitulate all the Important incidents and 
events of the year relating to the cause, and to make 
such comments thereupon as might seem needed to 
make plain their bearing and significance ; hut 
so this year would swell the report to a size altogether 
too voluminous for its purpose. The year had been the 
most eventful one in the history of the cause. A mere 
recital of what had happened, having a direct bearing 
on the slavery question, without a word of comment, 
would fill a volume. It had been a year of startling 
and momentous events. A report in the usual style 
was out of the question. It would be impracticably 
long. On the other hand, a mere bald statement of 
what the Society had done—except in the matter of its 
receipts and expenditures—the Committee did not deem 
necessary to put in writing, because that would make a 
paper unprofitahly short. The story can be told in a 
few words. The Society has done less in the last year, 
in the way of active effort, than in any preceding year 
since its establishment. And yet they have not been 
neglectful of their duty. They have the testimony of 
good conscience as much as at the end of any preceding 
year. They have done, to the best of their ability, 
what their hands have found to do. But it lias been 
exceptional year. The nation has been in a state of 
war. The country has been a great camp. The high¬ 
ways have been occupied by large bodies of armed 
men, and thestreets, day and night, have resounded with 
the heavy tread of soldiers. There has been no place 
in the public arena, nor in the public mind, for the 
Pennsylvania Anti-Slavery Society. We have had 
stand to one side. In comparison with former years, 
our mission has been silence. The anti-slavery move¬ 
ment, having passed through various states and gra¬ 
dations, has at length culminated in war. It is 
military question, to be decided—in the judgment of 
many—by the trial of arms. The hosts of slavery and 
the hosts of partial freedom are now confronting each 
other. The question between them is, in effect: Slavery 
or no Slavery. Not that the North so professes to under¬ 
stand it, but that the South leaves them no election. 
The North would fain blink the question, and affqct 
regard the issue as one solely of union or disunion. 
And so ostensibly it is. With the Federal government 
it is, primarily, a question of existence. The South 
crouching for a tiger-spring at our nation’s throat. 
The first question, therefore, with the Federal govern¬ 
ment is : To be or not to be. But this question turns 
upon slavery. The one is involved in and underlies 
the other ; so that, in effect, the issue before the 
try, in the war now waging, is: Slavery or no Slavery. 
The people, to a large extent,—notwithstanding the 
repeated disclaimers made by them and on their behalf | 
—so understand it; and intelligent and candid people 
in other countries so understand it. 

Nevertheless, in this war, this Society can take no 
part. As a body, our principles forbid us from using 
any but “ peaceful and moral means ” for the 
throw of slavery; but, even if this were not the case, 
the avowed purpose of the government in waging the 
-namely to leave the slave system intact—would 
preclude us, as a Society, from taking any active part 
the contest. 

Still, we must reiterate the belief we have from the 
beginning and everywhere expressed, that, as between 
the Federal government and the “so-called Confede¬ 
rate States,” the former is wholly in the right, and 
therefore deserving the sympathy and support in all 
proper ways of all good men—including, of course, all 
Abolitionists. It ought also to be stated that indi¬ 
viduals among us, being left to judge for themselves, 
a large number of our earnest friends have joined the 
National army, while others are giving the government, 
other ways, the most substantial support; believing 
that thereby they are effectively contributing to the 
abolition of American slavery. Of the 65,000 Pennsyl- 
soldiers now in active service, and the 34,000 who 
. camp in the State awaiting orders, a very large 
proportion are anti-slavery men, includufg not a few 
who have hitherto been in active cooperation with this 
Society. As a matter of fact, the radical Abolitionists 
of Pennsylvania have furnished their full proportion of 
the 99,000 from this State who have volunteered their 
lives and services in defence of the government against 
slaveholding enemies. This is a fact which it 
proper should be stated here, whatever may be the 
principles of the Society, and whatever action it may 
take at this meeting in regard to its future course. 
On this latter point, it is expected from the call (which 
Mr. McKim here read) that the Society will make 
official declaration.” Abolitionists are in doubt 
i of them—among themselves, aDd the public are 
inquiring as to our position. What are our views 
this juncture, and what, as a body, ought to be our 
These are questions which, it is hoped, will 
be definitively and officially answered by the Society 
this meeting. 

As for the rest—what the Society has done in the 
usual way, and what remains to be done in the same 
direction, a few words will suffice. We have raised 
some money, as the Treasurer’s Report will show, for 
the support of The National Anti-Slavery Standard ; 
have kept up our own organization, and kept open 
• anti-slavery office. We have stood by our prin¬ 
ciples and defended our position in the newspapers 
and by word of mouth whenever either has been 
assailed ; and we have contributed our quota to the influ¬ 
ence which is now at work to induce the government 
decree the abolition of slavery as the only means of^ 
terminating the war. This is the work which 
before us; and this is the labor to which, as we 
undei'stand. it, Abolitionists are hereafter to address 
themselves. The National Anti-Slavery Standard i s 
great instrumentality. It takes the highest ground. 
Its articles in proof of the power and duty of the 
government, under the war power, to abolish slavery, 
incontrovertible. Our duty is to support The 
Standard. How we can best do it will be the chief I 
question—in the way of measures—for the decision of 
this meeting. 

Mr. McKim said he had nothing more to add on behalf 
of the Committee, except the expression of his belief that j 
our cause wore a most auspicious aspect. The end was 
drawing near. Slavery was approaching its period. 


We were witnessing its death-throes, We had only i 
lie true to our principles, and to exert our power 
holding the nation to the same principles, and our ti 
umph would be sure and glorious. The country wou 
be delivered from its curse, and its hapless bondmi 
would be free.

The next was from Jonathan Walker —of the 
“branded hand”—who, Mr. McKim said, 
work as a ship carpenter in the Navy Yard in Philadel¬ 
phia-being indebted for his place to the kindness of 
Wm. B. Thomas, Esq., Collector of the Port, whose 
favor had been conciliated by the brand “ S. S.,” which 
Mr. Walker had shown him at the time he made hiB 
application. The letter was as follows : 

LETTER FROM JONATHAN WALKER. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 20,1861. 
Dear Friend: Yours of the 17th inst., inviting me 
participate at the Twenty-fifth Annual Meeting of t: 
Pennsylvania Anti-Slavery Society, to be held at West 
Chester on the 24th, is received. 

Although it would be extremely gratifying to meet tfee 
old and tried friends of the down-trodden in this section of 
our distracted country onsuch an occasion, other obligations 
debar me from it at this time. 

For the last thirty years I have watched, with deep 
est, the steady progress of the anti-slavery enterprise, and 
now rejoice at the hopeful prospects before us—though I 
have long since despaired of the system terminating 
peaceful emancipation. 

The unwarrantable demands of the Slave Power at t 
South, and the cringing submission of the North, have ev 
been exceedingly nauseating and loathsome ; and yet, 
far as the govei-nments at Washington and Richmond ma 
fest themselves, the enslaved can derive but a faint shadow 
of hope for deliverance; for, while their unrequited toil 
beneath the lash sustains the conspiracy, the Federal 
authorities continue to ignore the rights of the slave and 
of the nominally free colored population to participate in 
crushing the rebellion—verifying the revolting decision of 
Judge Taney, that “the black man has no rights which 
the white man is hound to respect.” Yerily, it is the white 
man’s war over the prostrate and bleeding form of his 
colored brother. And this expression we are to accept 
the “ simonpure" Republican dispensation of to-day! How 
earnestly we ought to pray to he delivered from our friends, 
judge ye. 

I am now actively employed in the construction and fitting 
up of naval vessels designed for the relief of the old ship of I 
State, now on her beam-ends in the breakers, where she 
has drifted in consequence of trusting her safety to a foul 
anchor. Had she been built of aU sound materials, and 
properly anchored, with competent officers on board ; she 
would not now be wallowing in the surf a wreck, hut 
bravely and majestically riding at her moorings in 

It is my impression, however, that a new ship of State 
(government) can now be constructed with modern 
improvements, better adapted to the wants of the age, 
at less cost of blood and treasure than would be required 
to rescue and repair the old one. 

Yours, for the new ship, with the inscription nailed 
her mast-head, no compromise with slavery.

The following letter, from Henry Grew, was then 
read by R. Tomlinson, the Recording Secretary : 

LETTER EROM HENRY GREW. 

Philadelphia, Get. 23,1861. 

To the friends of righteousness and humanity, to conven 
at West Chester, on the 24th inst., to “ remember those in 
bonds as bound with them,” their aged fellow-laborer, 
Henry Grew, sendeth greeting. 

Providentially prevented from being personally present 
with you, to plead for him “ that hath no helper,” my 
heart’s desire and prayer to God for you is, that the wisdom 
which cometh from above, which is both pure and peace¬ 
able, may guide all your deliberations, in this solemn 
crisis, when the Almighty Ruler of the nations “cometh 
out of his place to punish the inhabitants of the earth for 
their iniquity.” (Isa. xxvi. 21.) 

Let us, beloved friends, beware of the subtle devices of | 
the Tempter, who, if unsuccessful in eft'ort to turn us from 
seeking a right end, will endeavor to induce us to seek 
by wrong means. 

It is important to distinguish between God’s eternal law 
of righteousness and love, and what he permits wicked men 
(who are his sword) to do, when he punishes nations for 
their sins. The former only is onr rule of action. We may 
indeed rejoice that the Governor of the universe overrules 
evil for good, but we are not allowed to “ do evil that 
good may come.” 

We may hope that the wise Arbiter of nations and 
events may overrule the present direful war of carnage, 
blood and slaughter, to accomplish the Ultimatum of | 
our desires and labors, in the deliverance of the slaves 
throughout the land, from that vile yoke of oppression, 
which He himself hates with a perfect hatred. This, how- 
gives us no authority to sanction the war, if the war 
itself is not in accordance with that law of righteousness 
and love which is our only rule of duty. God overruled the 
crucifixion of his Son for high and benevolent purposes, 
but it was done “ with wicked hands,” and brought down 
divine wrath on the perpetrators. 

The question is : Is this war a right measure to accomplish 
a right end ? What is its avowed object? Is it to obey 
~:od’s law to “ break every yoke, and let the oppressed go 
■ee”? Is it to do justice to the outraged captive, and 
proclaim liberty throughout the land, to all the inhabi- 
rnts thereof ” ? No, verily! It is to reestablish the very 
ime general government, the same political system which 
existed before the secession of any State from the Union. 
What was that government? It was one which ignored the 
rights of millions of our fellow-men, made 
image of God; casting them down to the level of the beasts 
of the earth and creeping things, to be sold in the market 
place ! It was a government that mocked at the appeal 
‘Am I not a man and a brother?” A government which 
-iolateef God’s law of justice and love, that forbids 
return to his master the poor fugitive from vile and cruel 
oppression. (Deut. xxiii. 15.) 

This system of government, involving this atrocious vi 
lation of moral principle, ought not to be reestablished. . 
righteousness only exalteth a nation, every true patriot, 
lover of his country, ought to oppose it by moral means. 

Some imagine, that, although the purpose of the war, <_ 
the part of the North, is to reestablish a government which 
recognizes slavery—one of its objects being to prevent 
extension— it is therefore to be justified. This is to suppose 
it we may justify iniquity at the fountain if we dam up 
ne of its streams. We may sanction some moral 
do not sanction too much ! Of two natural evils t 
choose the least. Of two moral evils we may choose 
neither. 

If, however, the avowed object of the war was perfectly ] 
right, the question remains to be considered. Is war a right- 
" il means to accomplish it? 

Many suppose that a justification of national wai 
found in the rightful anthority of the Civil Magistrate 
execute wrath on him that doeth evil.” (Rom. xiii. 4.) The 
fact that national wars execute wrath on those who do 
do evil,” proves that such conclusion is not warranted by 
the premises. War involves the principle of injustice. We 
say “Let justice stand, though the heavens fall.” Shall 
then say, Let justice stand, though the United States 
fall? In the secession army, if not in our own, men have 
been compelled to enroll themselves, contrary to their 
minds. Is it just and right to kill them, or for men to n 
the battle-field to slaughter one another, because " the 
Powers that he ” command them t 
authority of these powers limited by the laws of God and 
righteousness ? “ Whether it he right, in the sight of God, 
to hearken unto (them) more than unto God, judge ye.” 

I submit that national wars, not positively commanded by I 
the Almighty, are a violation of his law, “ Thod shalt not 

:ues are presented in this land, in this nineteenth 
century of the Christian era! The professed disciples ofl 
the Prince of Peace, commanded by their master to go 
forth with then- “ teet shod with the preparation of the 
Gospel of Peace,” are going forth to bayonet each other’s 
bodies which are professedly “ the temples of the Holy 
l Cor. vi.

Oliver Johnson spoke at length in support of the 
views expressed by Mr. MoKim, as to the necessity of 
supporting The Standard. He said he always felt a 
delicacy in speaking of The Anti-Slavery Standard, 
because of his editorial connection with it. But as he 
had been requested to speak upon the subject now 
before the meeting, he would say that, in his opinion, 
there had never been a time in the history of our move¬ 
ment when the existence of The Anti-Slavery Standard 
was of more importance than at present. He would 
not undertake to predict anything as to the result of 
the war, so far as immediate abolition is concerned; 
but felt certain, however, that whether the abolition of | 
slavery is proclaimed or not, whether the South shall 
be recognized as a separate and independent power, 
become a conquered province, slavery, in either cn 
must come out of the war with a broken back. This 
being the case, he saw no reason for Abolitionists to be 
discouraged. Still, their work is not done by any means. 
If the government, speaking for the nation, would, 
by proclaiming the abolition of slavery, take the burden 
from our shoulders, he thought then the Abolitionists 
might come together, sing songs of joy, and disband. 
But this is not done, nor is there any certainty that 
such will be the result. Hence it is necessary that all 
means of organized action should be maintained. Nor 
could he see any reason why, if proper effort is made, 
they should not continue to exist actively and efficiently. 
It is true that the financial resources of Abolitionists, 
in common with those of all other classes, have suffered 
curtailment. But it should also be considered that 
there are some departments of anti-slavery effort which, 
in the present state of things, may be dispensed with, 
and the means hitherto expended upon them, be entirely 
directed to the maintenance of our Society organi¬ 
zations, and the publication and circulation of our 
national newspaper. Mr. Johnson also gave some sta¬ 
tistics with regard to The Anti-Slavery Standard —the 
expense of publication, the number of subscribers, 
Lucretia Mott was glad that this subject had been 
introduced to the meeting at this time. She considered 
it of the utmost importance that the members of, and 
sympathizers with, this and the National Society, should 
understand precisely what is necessary to be done 
keep these organizations alive and useful. She would 
not have any effort used to keep this or any other Soci¬ 
ety in existence, a day after the necessity which called 
it into being has passed away. But this certainly i 
not be said to he the case with regard to our work, 
far as any avowed purpose of the government may he 
considei’ed, slavery is as safe to-day as ever it was. 
She believed that the masses of the people were ready 
for a demonstration on this subject, but they are held 
in check by their fear of running counter to the wishes 
of the government. In times like these, the people 
naturally look to the government to lead the way. The 
direction in which the public mind runs was clearly 
shown by the reception given to the proclamation of | 
Fremont, which sent a thrill of joyous excitement 
throughout the North, indicating, as it did, that there 
was at least one man among the military leaders of the 
people who saw that the only sure way to a permanent 
government and a lasting peace was that which secured 
freedom to every human being throughout the country. 
But the government has seen fit to set aside this procla¬ 
mation of freedom. Our work must be to keep alive 
the spirit of liberty in the hearts of the people 
show them clearly that as slavery is the cause of all 
the bloodshed that now disgraces our country, bringing 
grief to almost every household in the land, bo we 
expect no peace or Union worthy of the name, until 
justice is done the outraged victims of the accursed 
system. To this end we must give liberally of 
means, for the support of our Societies and newspapers. 
She knew well the demands upon the purses of all 
classes for the relief of soldiers and their families ; she 
also knew that the Abolitionists of Pennsylvania had 
never been niggardly in their responses to the claims 
made upon them; but she would have all to remember 
that the wrongs of the slave call louder than 
relief and redress, and that we can never rightly cease 
from our efforts so long as a slave remains 

Chandler Darlington said that, while listening to 
this discussion about keeping up “ The Standard ” and 
our organization, he remembered the regret that many 
felt years ago, when their local and County Societies, 
which had been very flourishing, ceased to exist. In 
looking back now, he did not think there was much 
regret; their work was doubtless done, or they would 
not have fallen to pieces. And so he would not have 
any one discouraged, even if our State and National 
Societies are disbanded, for if that takes place it will 
doubtless he because the work can be done better in a 
different way. 

Elijah F. Pennypacker had no doubt that these Anti- 
Slavery Societies must continue to exist, for the simple 
reason that slavery is not yet abolished. It 
abolish slavery that we banded together, and ■ 
not, without proving traitors to the cause of humanity, 
desist from that work until it is fully accomplished. 
He had no fears as to the ultimate result of our strug¬ 
gle, for the reason that it was a contest for right and 
justice, and they are sure to conquer in the end. He 
decidedly in favor of pursuing the work with 
renewed vigor and activity. 

Edwin H. Coates objected to the memorial to Congress, 
>w in circulation by the American Anti-Slavery Soci¬ 
ety, because it asks that body, while denying the right 
of property in man, to give compensation to loyal slave¬ 
holders as a measure of conciliation. He thought if 
there was compensation to he given at all, it should be 
i the slaves. 

Thomas Whitson said he had been requested 
something on this subject, but had hesitated about 
because he did not think it possible any one 
would suppose him willing to give up “ The Standard.” 
He said, I have always been a poor man, but still, for a 
poor man, I have made some good investments, and the 
best investment I ever made was what, both of time 
and money, I have put into the anti-slavery cause. I 
have never given anything to this cause. It has given 
me everything. I have simply paid according to my 
ability a debt due to the slave and the world. I am 
ready now to double my subscription to “ The Stan- 
4RD,” and hope many more will feel able to do the 
ime. 

Thomas Garrett said that, like other people, he had 
ad some losses, but he thought them nearly balanced 
by the cheapness with which passengers on the Under- 
| ground Railroad could travel now. There is not much 
else needed now but food and clothing to help them. 
With this fact in view, he thought he could do about as 
much, pecuniarily, as usual for the cause. 

Mr. Garrison— I am generally opposed to comuro- 
mises. But there is one I am willing to accept. l\ m

Then would the work of the Abolitionists be accom¬ 
plished ; then might they put off the armor which they 
had worn so long in this battle, and join in the song of 
thanksgiving to God for the triumph of Freedom. 

What had they accomplished? One thing which 
they attempted they had certainly failed to accomplish 
—the peaceful emancipation of the slaves. Two things 
they had accomplished. They had cleansed their own 
souls from the guilt of slavery. Not on those who had' 
faithfully advocated the slave’s cause, and proclaimed 
the duty of peaceful emancipation, could now rest the 
responsibility of this war. They had also succeeded in 
arousing in the Northern heart an anti-slavery senti¬ 
ment which had confronted and resisted the Slave 

Thirty years ago, God called to this nation to let His 
people go ; and He gave to it the opportunity of secur¬ 
ing peaceful freedom. The nation would not hearken 
to His voice, and it has no longer such a choice. InHia 
providence He now offers it salvation through a bap¬ 
tism of blood in civil war ; and while the angel of Hi 
mercy yet holds back the more terrible alternative of 
servile war, and waits for its decision, what is it doing? 
Look at the infatuated nation! It is carrying on a 
terrible war ; mothers are sending their sons, sisters 
their brothers, wives their husbands, to the battle-field, 
and blood is poured out like water. And yet the gov¬ 
ernment refuses to take into its hand the only weapon 
by which it can successfully end the war. Was there 
an intelligent man in the country, from the President 
down to the humblest private in the army, who did not 
know what this remedy was ? In the very heart of tin 
enemy’s country were four million of slaves who migl 
at any moment be turned into allies of the North, or 
million of whom might he converted into fighting men. 
This foe had been most formidable to the South even 
in times of peace. According to the testimony, not of 
Abolitionists, but of slaveholders, the powerful masters, 
defended by all the strength of the Federal govern¬ 
ment, trembled before their unarmed, defenceless 
slaves. Behind their double-barred doors, mothers lay 
down at night with a sense of insecurity for their chil¬ 
dren, and started in fear at every sound, lest the hor¬ 
rors of insurrection should greet their waking. If H* 
South regarded the slaves, thus comparatively weak 
and defenseless, as so formidable a foe, how would she 
regard them when armed and equipped by the United 
States government, and led by United States officers! 
If Virginia stood pale and trembling in the presence of 
John Brown and his half-dozen followers, would she not 
have utterly fainted and fallen in the presence of John 
Brown backed by the armies of the North ? Surely, 
the North might say to her boasting enemies, “ if tlion 
hast run with footmen, and they have wearied thee, 
how wilt thou contend with horsemen ? and if, in t |ie 
land of peace, wherein thou trustest, they have 
wearied thee, what wilt thou do in the swelling of 
Jordan”?
